The work of the Relief Committee is entirely free and there are to 
be no salaries, so that every cent will go to the actual purchase of 
food. Money and clothing will not be sent at this time. Ali 
money contributed in Upland will be spent to purchase staple 
articles of food from our local merchants ard this food will be 
sent on, through our local Chamber of Commerce. 

For this work the Belgian Relief Auxiliary to the Chamber of 
Commerce was formed on Monday afternoon at the City Hall with 
Mrs. Jas. L. Paul as president, Mrs. R. R. Brownson as secretary, 
and Mrs. J. F. Haddow as treasurer. Both our local banks have 
kindly consented to receive gifts of money from individuals and 
organizations and these will be acknowledged weekly in The Up- 
land News. ; 

The date upon which this relief ship of the State of California 
sails is dependent upon the gifts of the people of the State, upon 
how soon the ship will be filled. It is expected that the ship will 
carry four thousand tons and that the cost of the food it will take 
will be about $200,000. Half of this has already been given by 
the people of San Francisco, and the southern part of the State 
hopes to have at least a small share in it. The Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce has undertaken to help and to appeal to others 
south of Tehachepi to join in this great and worthy movement.
